One cannot pass the first years 
without mentioning the Indian 
aspect of the life of the Browns. 
We must remember that the date 
was only four years after the Riel 
Rebellion and that the homestead 
was bounded on the north by the 
Blackfoot Reserve, and except for 
a few riders that were kept on the 
Circle Ranch part of the year, 
there were no other whites, part¬ 
icularly women for miles around. 

It needs no stretch of the im¬ 
agination to picture the stout 
hearts needed by these uninitiated 
pioneers to face months of lone¬ 
liness and the prying eyes of the

Indians. These came far to par¬ 
take of the hospitality of the 
Browns’ home, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Brown formed many friendships 
with the older generation of In¬ 
dians. One of these was a widely 
known friend of the white man 
named “Three Sons”. Mrs. Brown’s 
Indian name was “Spomaki” mean¬ 
ing "White Angel” and the fatalis¬ 
tic Indians had an implicit child¬ 
like faith in her “cure-all” remedy, 
lard and turpentine, rubbed on 
brown bosoms with great vigor. 

Mrs. Wilson tells an amusing 
incident which happened to her. 
A party o f Indians and their 
squaws dropped in at one of their 
dances. Mrs. WUson (at that time 
only about fifteen) was enjoying 
the music and merrymaking when 
she perceived the ugliest and 
fiercest looking Indian of the lot 
approaching her with a singleness 
of purpose that could not be de¬ 
nied. Hiding behind her mother, 
she was about to quaver a weak 
refusal to his request for a dance 
when her father, fearful of the 
consequences bade her dance with 
with the brave. “And ”, says Mrs. 
Wilson, “when pa said do it - we 
did. Well I did everything he did 
and some of the antic we went 
through were most weird, all the 
while choking back tears of vex¬ 
ation at being laughed at by the 
squaws. Sometime later I describ¬ 
ed the dance to a rider and he told 
I had been doing the Scalp Dance 
which did little to lessen my 
chagrin.” 

Gleichen, twenty - five miles 
away, was the metropolis for the 
Brown family in those days. As 
this town gradually grew it be¬ 
came quite a social centre with 
its merchants and a detachment of 
the “Mounties”. Besides their var¬ 
ious trips for mail, the girls of the 
Brown family were allowed to 
attend three dances a year there. 
The Browns kept open house for 
all comers and what with the 
whole-hearted hospitality of Mr. 
and Mrs. Brown, the attractiveness 
of their five lovely daughters and 
plenty of home-cooked food, It was 
a small wonder that the riders 
found this section of the valley 
quite the best grazing ground and 
there led the herds. 

If a herd was anywhere in the 
vicinity, the j riders, to a man, 
would always’make a bee-line for 
the ranch, ,M|Uing only for a 
change of dittoing and a general 
clean-up at (a small lake which 
came to be' known as "Slick-Up 
Lake". 

As it was a lonely life one can 
imagine how the girls looked for¬ 
ward to these visits. When the cry 
“Here come > the boys!” was relayed 
from sister to sister the kitchen 
was a veritable bedlam. But it was 
no busier than was the living room 
after the meal. To the strains of 
an autoharp and a violin, some¬ 
times played by members of the 
family and sometimes by one of 
the boys”, the music and dancing 
went merrily on till daylight. 

Mr. and Mrs. Brown celebrated 
their Golden Wedding in 1919. Two 
years later Mr. Brown passed away 
and was followed by his wife in 
1933. Death has also called a son 
and daughter, but the other mem¬ 
bers of this pioneering family are 
still carrying on. 

And now to touch on some of 
the ranching highlights of the 
early days. Although it is known 
that some ranching exisfed prior to 
1881, this year really marks the 
inauguration of the cattle industry 
in Alberta, as in that year some 
of our most famous ranching com¬ 
panies were organized. Among 
these were the Cochrane, the Ox¬ 
ley, the North West Cattle Com¬ 
pany, and the Walrond. This marks 
the Golden Age of the ranching 
industry in Alberta and with the 
expansion of this industry Snake 
Valley Ls also connected. The first 
ranch in this vicinity was, of 
course, the Circle which at one 


time ran over 30,000 head ot cat¬ 
tle between the Bow and Fort 
Macleod and which as mentioned 
before brought out the Coloniza¬ 
tion Company at Queenstown. 

Associated with this famous 
ranch we have such names as 
Howell Harris, the picturesque 
Canadian Manager, whose head¬ 
quarters were at fort Macleod; 
Cahloun and “Dutch” Patrick, 
Queestown managers, and “Baldy” 
Buck, their foreman. Charles Rus¬ 
sell, the famous painter, was a 
frequent visitor at the ranch.

Gift Tax Applies 
To Land 

Don’t forget when giving away 
property that it may be subject to 
gift tax. This holds true even in 
the case of a gift of land from a 
farmer to his son. It Is equally im¬ 
portant to remember to register 
all gifts on income tax returns as 
this record may be needed later 
when estate taxes (formerly suc¬ 
cession duties) are being calcu¬ 
lated. 

Gifts should not be left until the 
last moment, particularly if a sub¬ 
stantial amount of property is In¬ 
volved, advises Alberta’s Farm 
Management Specialist T. A. 
Petersen. Any gifts made within 
three years of the donor’s death 
will be included in the value of his 
estate for estate tax purposes. 

A gift up to $4,000 or one-half 
of the difference between the tax¬ 
able income of the proceeding year 
and the amount of income tax 
paid, whichever is the greater, may 
be made, free of gift tax, to any 
one person in a given year. In ad¬ 
dition to this any number of. gifts 
may be made providing the amount 
to any one person does not exceed 
$ 1 , 000 . 

In June of 1958 an amendment 
was made to Part IV of the In¬ 
come Tax Act which allows a man 
to make a gift of property worth 
up to $10,000, free of gift tax, to 
his wife or one of his children. 
This gift, which can only be made 
once in a lifetime, is not subject 
to the ruling that it must be made 
three years prior to the donor’s 
death.

Small Town Politics 

(The Printed Word) 

Politics in a small town may be regarded with 
contempt or indifference by the politicians of larger 
Oo mm uni ties or those who play their parts on the in¬ 
ternational stage. The feeling of superiority may not 
exist in those who have begun their practical careers 
on a small-town level, running for office as school 
trustee or alderman. They know that politics are 
people and that the measures they may advocate, no 
matter how good they may be in intention, can suc¬ 
ceed only when they command the support of a sub¬ 
stantial majority of the electors. 

In contrast, the candidate for office in a large 
city has less need to worry about what the voters 
think of him. The small-town candidate will be known 
and judged by everyone in town. The city candidate 
will come in personal touch with only a few of his 
supporters anyway, preconditioned to accept any plans 
he may make or support for the general good, as he 
sees it. 

Still further removed from the direct influence of 
public opinion is the Ottawa member of parliament. 
Unless he is in the cabinet he has little chance of help¬ 
ing to form governmental policy. His job is merely to 
support the policy, if he belongs to the government 
party, or oppose it, if he belongs in the opposition. 
His constituents make allowances for his lack of 
power, and do not hold him to personal account for 
supporting measures that will increase their income 
taxes. If he were a town alderman, voting on a bond 
issue that would add a few mills to the local tax rate, 
they would be readily vocal in demanding good justi¬ 
fication for the expenditures proposed. 

It would be impractical to attempt to manage the 
nation’s business as if it were that of a small town. 
Still, there is something to be said for getting more 
of the small-town point of view into national affairs. 
If members of parliament were as careful to question 
government estimates of expenditures as they would 
question estimates for local paving contracts, their 
constituents might feel they were getting the kind of 
representation they had voted for. In time, if the prac¬ 
tice were kept up, some government economies might 
be the result.

STAIN REMOVAL 
CALLS FOR CARE 

There is a right and a wrong 
way of dealing with stains on 
clothing. The rigiit method can be 
effective, the v.rong one disastrous. 

Experts say that any spot is best 
removed when fresh. Don’t give it 
a chance to set in the fabric. With 
washable clothes It’s tempting to 
toss the soiled garment into the 
washing machine and hope for the 
best. But yield not to temptation: 
The heat and soap can set a stain 
rather than remove it. Make sure 
all spots have been sponged out be¬ 
fore washing. 

Many fabrics have been ruined 
by certain stain removers, so the 
cleaning agent should always be 
tested on an inside seam where it 
won’t show or on a scrap of the 
same fabric. If the fabric doesn’t i 
take kindly to home cleaning send | 
it off to the dry cleaner’s for ex¬ 
pert attention. 

When removing a stain with a 
solvent, place the stained fabric- 
wrong side up on a pad of soft 
cloth. This way the cleaner can 
be applied to the back of the cloth 
allowing the stain to be washed 
from the fabric without passing 
through it. Use the cleaner spar¬ 
ingly and rinse quickly. It is bet¬ 
ter to apply the solvent, several 
times rather than to leave it on 
for a long time. Blow lightly on 
the spot to dry it quickly.

It even simulates random passenger movement 
while the aircraft is in flight. The simulator will be use*! to supple¬ 
ment training of pilots for the 550-mile-an-hour, 127-passcnger 
DC-8’s, cutting costs and leaving the aircraft themselves free for 
revenue passenger service. More than 128 miles of wire, some 
thousands of vacuum tubes and hundreds of amplifiers and servo¬ 
motors are included in the simulator complex, which has been 
called the largest analogue computer in the world. TCA pilots 
began training on the simulator at the end of February.
